The Royal Museum of Seri Menanti is 
considered a cultural treasure, reflecting 
the Malay woodworking craft. Designed 
entirely by two local Malay master 
carpenters and craftsman, the wooden 
building was constructed the traditional 
way, without using a single metal nail, and 
the entire four-storey building is literally 
held together only by mortise-and-tenon 
joints and hardwood dowels and rivets. 


Visit Melaka's landmarks such as 

St. Peter's Church, the oldest Christian 
church built in 1710 and the famous 
gateway, Porta De Santiago. Drive past 
the largest 17th century Chinese cemetery 
outside of China, which is located at Bukit 
China and head to the heart of Melaka.

View many fascinating temples in Penang 
starting with Kek Lok Si, the largest 
Buddhist temple in South East Asia 
dedicated to the Goddess of Mercy.

George Town at night is extraordinary 
and one simply should spend the night 
traipsing through the bustling, colorful and 
delicious place.

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The North Borneo Railway 


Starting at the Tanjung Aru Station, the train departs for Papar. Some insightful background on the history of the North Borneo 
Railway include: 


Locomotive: 
The Vulcan Steam locomotive built in 1896 is powered by firewood. It is one of the rare and few trains in the world that still uses 
firewood to power it. 


Coaches: 

There are 5 coaches, each named after a town along the journey like Papar, Kinarut, Tanjung Aru, Putatan and Kawang. Each 
coach can sit up to 16 persons. For charter services, the passenger load can increase up to 160 passengers. The coaches are 
all non-airconditioned but have fans in them and a washroom in each coach. 


Normal Scheduled Runs: 

The train operates every Wednesday and Saturday, and departs 
Tanjung Aru Railway station at 10.00 am to Papar and returns to 
Tanjung Aru Railway Station at about 1.45 pm. Along the way the train 
will do a 45-minute stop at Kinarut to see the Chinese Temple and a 
45-minute stop at Papar. 


Meals 

Tiffin lunch will be served on board the return journey as soon as 

the train departs Papar town. A Tiffin lunch is a Colonial-style lunch 
served in a stackable metal container, very commonly used by the 
Indian community. The menu we have selected for the lunch will have 
items, such as Satays, Chicken Briyani, prawns, vegetables and fruits. 
Additional beverages such as beers, soft drinks and wines will be sold 
on board the train during the journey. 








Sepilok Orang Utan 


You will be taken to the Sepilok Orang 
Utan Rehabilitation Centre situated in the 
Kabili-Sepilok Forest Reserve. Learn about 
the rehabilitation of young or strayed 
orangutans before taking a boardwalk 
through lowland rainforests to the feeding 
platform where you can witness the 
feeding of orphaned orangutans. Continue 
with a drive through rustic countryside 
studded with villages until we reach Sukau 
Kampung Bilit, Kinabatangan River. Take 
a short boat ride to the Borneo Nature 
Lodge where you will check in before you 
head off on a late afternoon river cruise in 
search of the Proboscis Monkey and other 
wildlife along the river bank 


After an overnight at the lodge, jungle 
walk along the trail to the ox-bow lake for 
bird watching. Take some time to rest and 
relax before you take another river cruise 
to see more wildlife along the Sukau 
Kinabatangan River bank. 


On the third day, proceed to Gomantong 
Cave located within the Gomantong forest 
reserve. Explore the Semut Hitam cavern 
before heading back to the city for a tour 
of its water village, central market and 
Buddhist temple. 


Orchid Tour 


The tour starts at Kionsom and Inanam 
and then takes you on a drive through 
the countryside; pass the chili & local 
fruit farms as well as the odd paddy 
fields along the way. Along the route you 
will see the big Bambangan trees. Upon 
reaching the farm, walk among the natives 
and some rare North Borneo orchids. Be 
captivated by some of the prize-winning 
hybrids - there are more than 200 species 
and sub species found here. Apart from 
orchids, you can also find cactuses and 
other flowering plants.

A mountain guide will be assigned 
and you will proceed to trek up to Timpohon Gate (1,829m) where you will begin your 
climb to Laban Rata (3,353m). The accommodation at Laban Rata is basic dormitory 
with un-heated lodges. Early in the following dawn, continue your climb up to the summit 
(4,095.20m) just in time to catch a mesmerizing sunrise amidst awe-inspiring view. Enjoy 
the freedom at the top of the world before descending to Laban Rata to be rewarded 
with your successful climb certificate.
